Roger Sherman Before the Su- 


preme Court. 


APPLVING TOR A WRIT OF ERROR. 


Promlnrut Personages Present in the 


CuDrt ICooin to Hear the Arguments 
AdraucpO Against Execution by Elec- 
tricity—Decision In a Pe-uliar Pension 
O'aae Kcndcrcd by Assistant Sccretary 
Biissoy—Carlisle Congratulated. 
WASHINGTON CITY, May 20.—The appli- 


cation for a writ of error in the case of 
Kemmler, under sentence of death by 
electricity, was heard in the supremecourt 
of the United States Tuesday. Hoger M. 
Sherman, counsel for Kemmler, whomnde 
the application, appeared for the con- 
demned murderer. He ba"ed his argument 
on the fourteenth amendment to the fed- 
eral constitution, which provides that: 
"Xo state shall make or enforce any law 
which shall abridge the privileges or im- 
munities of citizens of the United States; 
cor shall any stile deprive any person of 
life, liberty or property n ithout due pro- 
cess of law,*' and on the eighth amendment 
which provides that "cruel and unusual 
puni.ihments shall not be inflicted." Every 
seat in the court room was filled, but there 
was no crowding such as prevailed Monday 
when the case was to have been heard. 
Ex-Attorney General Garland, ex Secre- 
tary Bayard, several senators and repre- 
sentatives, and Attorney General Tabor, 
of the state of New York, were within the 
bar of the court. 


A Cruel and Unusual Penalty. 


Mr. Sherman explained the circum- 


stances in which the writ of error was 
brought. "We assume." he .said, "with 
entire confidence, thct the determination 
of questions which the decisions of this 
court have left open, will not be reached 
In this case upon the present motion, but 
upon the return of the writ and in due 
course of law.'1 Mr. Sherman contended 
that the infliction of death by electricity 
was cruel and unusual, and, therefore, 
without due process of law. He held that 
the question what, in tlie state of New 
York is a cruel and unusual punishment 
for the crime of murder, is one of federal 
cognizance under the fourteenth amend- 
ment, although it involves the construc- 
tion of the state constitution, and the 
. supreme court is at liberty to differ from 
the court of appeals npon it. 


The Power of tlie Warden. 


Mr. Sherman also held that the warden 


of the penitentiary at Aubum was given 
too great discretion by the law. It con- 
ferred upon him a power which had here- 
tofore been solely confidod to the court. 
He contended that the effect of the four- 
teenth amendment was to fix the law as 
it was in 1866, and to prohibit any change 
by the states which was then unusual, 
because cruel, or which was not of the 
nature of mere remedial and administra- 
tive process. The provisions of the Xew 
York statute for solitary confinement, for 
concealment of the day of death from the 
prisoner, leaving its determination to the 
warden, he claimed were not to Ije sus- 
tained by the common Jaw, buf were in 
Tiolation of the fourteenth aniendrac-nt. 


Death by Electricity. 


In discussing the question asto the com- 


parative humanity of the electric current 
and the rope, Mr. Sherman held that the 
electrical law gave the warden no di^cre- 
tion in the matter of the application of 
the electric current. He was obliged to 
continue the current until the criminal 
was dead. The warden mi«ht use the cur- 
rent for a week if uece^^ary, until it 
killed. It hail been shown that not elec- 
tricity, but a series of nervous shocks, was 
to cause death. Mr. Sherman gave a num- 
ber of instances of the infliction of death 
by electricity to show that a man would 
Dot be instan'ly killed by tlie application 
provided for under the Xew York law. He 
believed that if a current of electricity 
were continuously applied to Ktinmler it 
would be diffused over his surface. The 
result would undoubtedly be that, to an 
extent, the criminal would become part of 
the circuit, and that his skull and bkin 
would lend a resistance to tlio curreut. 


The supreme court reserved its decision, 


and adjourned until Friday. 


HE WAS A GOOD SOLDIER. 


Decision In a Pension Cane Rendered by 


Assistant Secretary Uus^ey. 


WASHINGTON CITY, May 30.—Assistant 


Secretary Bussey has rendered a decision 
in a rather peculiar pension ccse. Henry 
C. Bird, late of the Ninetieth I'enn-ylva- 
nia volunteers, was drafted into service 
for a term of nine months. learning of 
the illness of a member of his family, 
Bird deserted and went home, where he 
was subsequently arrested and brought 
back to his regiment. He was tried by a 
court-martial and sentenced to "complete 
bis term of service." During the Wilder- 
ness campaign Bird contracted a pension- 
able disability. 


5Ir. Bussey's Ruling. 


His application was rejected, however, 


on the ground that at the time the dis 
ability was contracted he was undergoing 
a sentence imposed by a court-martial and 
was, therefore, not in line of duty. From 
this decision an appeal was taken. The 
assistant secretary fuid-, that Bird was a 
good soldier, served out his term of enlist- 
Inent, was regularly paid for his services 
and was honorably discharged. He con- 
cludes that he was unquestionably in line 
of duty when the disability was incurred, 
and, therefore, is entitled to a pension. 


Congratulations for Carlisle. 


WASHINGTON CITV, Jlay 20.—Mr. Car- 


lisle made his appearance in the house 
Monday and 
received 
congratulations 


from both sides on his election to the sen- 
ate. Prior to the death of Senator Beck it 
was arranged that Mr. Carlisle should 
open the debate on the tariff bill for the 
Democratic side, following Mr. McKinley. 
When he left here with the remains of 
Senator Beck Mr. Carlisle expected upon 
bis return to Washington to close the de- 
bate, but his election to the senate has in- 
duoed him to change his plans and it is 
not his purpose now to speak in the house 
on the bill. He will continue his duty in 
the house until the bill is disposed ot 
He will then assume his new duties in the 
senate and will doubtless deliver to the 
•enate the speech intended for the house.

The secret re- 
moval of tlie remains was in accordance 
with the wishes of Mrs. Garfield, who was 
opposed to any demonstration or show. It 
was after 12 o'clock midnight when a 
party ot gentlemen, consisting of the Hon. 
Amos Townsend, chairman of the commit- 
tee on arrangements for the dedication on

Garlield, son of the late president, took 
a carriage from a down town hotel and 
drove along the famed Euclid avenue to 
tlie cemetery.

The 
party (irnve direct to the public vault, and 
tlie iiea\y doors were thrown open and the 
lji'oii/.e casket containing the remains of 
tlie late president could be seen in the 
flickering light shed by the lanterns. It 
had rcnicsiued undisturbed in the vault

the monument and deposited in the crypt. 
The new .sepulchre of the martyred presi- 
dent is accessible to all. A strong railing

Episcopal general conference Tuesday the 
committee on temperance presented a 
lengthy report in favor of prohibition, 
It says: "We arc emphatically a prohibi- 
tion church. We stand out squarely and 
before the whole world, certainly ia the- 
ory, and for the most part in practice, for 
the complete suppression of the liquor 
traffic. We are opposed to all forms of 
license for this iniquity, whether the same 
be 'higher low.'" The report was ap- 
plauded and the vote to adopt was unan- 
imous. 


Illinois Congregational Asnoclatlon. 
ELGIN, 111., May 20.—The General Con- 


gregational association of Illinois opened 
its forty-seventh annual meeting at the 
First Congregational church Monday even- 
ing.

NEW Yor.K, May 20.—At a meeting of 


the second mortgage bondholders of the 
international and Great Northern railway 
Monday Chairman Roosevelt announced 
that he was authorized to offer 80 per cent, 
of the face value for the bonds. The bond- 
holders present, representing $4,000,000 in 
bonds, were almost unanimous in agreeing 
to the proposition. It was the general 
impression that the unknown bidder was 
Jay Gould, and that the deal is iu the 
joint interest of the Missouri Pacific, and 
Kansas and Texas railways.

The only public opinion in Russia 
is that of the army, and despotic as the 
czar is in theory, he, like his predecessors, 
finds it difficult, if not impossible, to resist 
the army influence.

Fifteen Millions for the Fair. 


CHICAGO, May to.—The site difficulty is 


giving more trouhlo to the World's fair 
managers here than would have been 
thought from the abundance of locations 
in the city's vicinity that arc certainly big 
enough. The trouble with them all, ex- 
cept the lake front, is tnat people not liv- 
ing in the heart of the city would have to 
take two systems of street railways to 
reach them, involving both loss of time 
and double fare, while the lake front is 
like Rome—all roads lead there. It looks 
like tlie directors have in view the en- 
largement of the lake front by building 
out into the lake, as they are going to try 
to induce Chicago to take $5,000,000 of the 
stock, thus inoreusiug the guarantee fund 
to $15,000,000.
